The Canadian Lumber Pro blem. 


Is it wise, in v iew o f the stage o f de­ 
fo restatio n which has been reached in 
the United State« , to co ntinue the tariff 
o n lumber? 
This is a questio n which 
Co ngress must discuss so o n. 
At the v ery mo ment while Americans 
who desire cheaper paper are clamo r­ 
ing fo r the remo v al o f the duty o n Ca­ 
nadian wo o d pulp; at the v ery mo ment 
while the necessity o f the co nserv atio n 
o f American timber reso urces is under 
discussio n o n all sides, co mes a state­ 
ment that the Canadian market is at 


the 
see 
no t 
the 


T h e chestnut bark disease, o r chestnut 
blight, first no ticed in the co untry 
in 
1004, has betn making such rapid pro g­ 
ress that it threatens to destro y a large 
part o f o ur fo rests and seems to be quite 
the mo st serio us tree disease ev er intro ­ 
duced into this co untry . 
The destruc­ 
tio n already wro ught, to gether with the 
quick spread o f the fungus, leads 
go v ernment ex perts to say that they 
no reaso n why the chestnut sho uld 
sho rtly be abso lutely ex terminated in 
eastern United States. 
Such un ev ent 
wo uld be a calamity . 
T he disease seem s to hav e been im­ 
po rted fro m J apan and to hav e assumed 
unusual v irulence o n co ming into co n­ 
tact with the American v ariety o f the 
tree. 
The : po res o f the fungus enter 
thro ugh any co nv enient crack o r ex po sed 
space and at o nce begin to v egetate, kill­ 
ing the tissues in which they gro w. 
On 
smo o th bark small bro wn o r o range pur- 
tules are seen, but o n ro ugh bark these 
are o ften hidden, and the withering o f 
parts o f the tree is o ften the first no tice 
that it has been attacked. 
The fungus 
appears to mo lest no tree bat the chest­ 
nut. but it is fatal to all v arieties o f the 
tree, with the po ssible ex ceptio n o f so me 
o f tho se fro m J apan and Co rea. 


Hy dro pho bia Decreasing. 


T h e number o f ino culatio ns fo r h y ­ 
dro pho bia at 
the 
Pasteur institute o f 
France1 has pretty 
steadily 
decreased 
since the serv ice was started, 
twenty 
y ears ago . 
In 18 8 6 , 2071 perso ns w ere 
treated; in 19 07 o nly 7S(>. 
Ttie smallest 
number. (128 , was treated in 19 03. 
This 
decrease, o f co urse, might mean a les­ 
sening belief in the efficacy o f the treat­ 
ment o r a decrease in the prev alence 
o f rabies in France. 
An ex aminatio n o f 
the percentage o f fatal cases treated re­ 
v eals that this also has been decreas­ 
ing. sho wing impro v ement in efficiency 
and indicating that the treatment has 
pro bably been effectiv e in checking the 
malady . 
A t no time during flip ex ist­ 
ence o f the institute has the number o f 
fatal cast« reached 1 per cent, o f the 
to tal treated, but in 18 8 0 it w as 0.04 
per cent., 
while in 
19 07 it was o nly 
0.38 . 
In 19 06 it fell as lo w as 0.13. 
there being o nly o ne death o ut o f 772 
cases treated.

feet o f water the channel became perfect­ 
ly dry . Generally the surface o f the w a­ 
ter and the ro o f o f the cav ern are so 
near to each o ther than the stream can 
be nav igated fo r o nly a Nlio rt distance, 
but no w the skiffs can trav el fo r miles, 
and many beautiful new inlets and gro t­ 
to s hav e been disco v ered.

echo es, but the lo w* stage o f water baa 
greatly tensitied their v o lume until the 
distinctness is truly uncanny .—H arper’s 
W eekly .

Deadly wounds are inflicted by 
poisoned arrows of the Indians and 
barbarous African tribes. 
In centuries 
past the Indians poisoned their arrow­ 
heads with a devilish cunning and to­ 
day they still keep the process secret. 
They employed a 
peculiar 
poison, ex­ 
tracted from certain plants (curari or 
urari). or from decomposing flesh and 
blood, and from crushed snakes’ heads. 
The favorite method, however, is taking 
an ox’s liver, sticking the arrows into it, 
as into a pincushion, then letting it de­ 
compose in the sun. 
The African tribes 
likewise poison their arrows with a poi­ 
son the nature of which they keep secret. 
The Soudanese are supposed to use a 
heart poison (strophentus). These various 
poisons act in various ways, death in many 
instances being instantaneous. 
Curare, 
the peculiar poison of the Indian, dead­ 
ens the muscles, so that the enemy, when 
hit by the poisoned arrow, drops to the 
ground as if paralyzed; death finally re­ 
sults through paralysis of the heart.—

Th is Funny Old E arth . 
Th e o th er day th e seacliff near Ly me 
Regis, in Do rsetsh ire, suddenly turned 
itself into a pretty go o d imitatio n o f a 
vo lcano , greatly to th e alarm o f th e peo ­ 
ple living nearby . 
Th e cause w as th e spo ntaneo us co m­ 
bustio n o f certain inflammable material, 
and o ne result was th a t a large sectio n 
o f th e cliff tumbled into th e sea with a 
mo st tremendo us crash . 
F a r away in th e Arctic, o n th e no rth ­ 
ernmo st co ast o f British No rth America, 
a similar sh am vo lcano is wo rking o n an 
eno rmo us scale. 
A h uge cliff, ly ing to 
th e east o f Cape B ath h urst, is all ablaze 
fo r a distance o f o ver twenty miles. 
Th e face o f tlie cliffs is seamed with 
lignite, and th is appears to h ave been 
burning fo r centuries. 
Ho w it to o k fire, 
o r wh en, no o ne kno ws, o r ever will 
kno w. 
And th ere it go es o n blazing y ear 
after y ear, co vering th e everlasting ice 
with a pall o f smo ke and cinders. 
A fter y ears o f effo rt it is no w po ssible 
to predict th e weath er, with to lerable 
accuracy , fo r a day ah ead. But as fo r 
fo retelling w h at th e earth h erself will do 
th e nex t minute, y o u 
migh t as 
well a t­ 
tempt to predict w h ere a flash o f ligh t­ 
ning will strike. 
Th e 
fo rces at wo rk be­ 
lo w th e earth ’s crust 
seem to take an 
almo st impish deligh t in 
play ing 
th e 
maddest pranks, so me o f wh ich are to ­ 
tally unex plainable. 
So me are h armless, so me destructive 
bey o nd measure. 
Of th e latter, th e mo st 
ex trao rdinary ex ample o n reco rd is un­ 
do ubtedly th e destructio n o f St. I'ierre. 
Mo nt I’elee ex plo ded. 
Such a th ing 
h as h appened befo re. Vo lcano es no t » in­ 
frequently 
blo w 
th eir h eads o ff. 
B ut 
wh y th at awful clo ud o f wh ite h o t dust 
sh o uld h ave rush ed straigh t do wn upo n 
St. Pierre, killing 40,000 peo ple in less 
th an two minutes, is no t so easily ex ­ 
plainable. T h e disaster was so lo cal th a t 
Mo rne Ro uge, th e suburb o n th e h ills 
clo se abo ve, escaped co mparatively un­ 
damaged. 
Lake Vernagth er, a beautiful sh eet o f 
water, th e pride o f a valley in th e Ty ro l, 
vanish ed in a nigh t. 
Nex t mo rning th e 
bed was bare mud. Th ere was no earth ­ 
quake o n th is o ccasio n. 
Th e lake quiet­ 
ly disappeared as a bath empties wh en 
th e plug is pulled o ut. 
Speaking o f Swiss lakes 
recalls 
to 
mind th e ex trao rdinary “tidal” 
waves 
o f Lake Geneva. T h ey are called “tidal" 
fo r want o f a better name. A t uncertain 
intervals th e lake h eaves itself up and 
rises five to six feet in a few seco nds. 
Wh y o r wh erefo re no o ne kno ws. 
No r can any o ne tell w h at is h appening 
in th e Caspian sea. 
F o r y ears past its 
waters h ave been falling, and it h as 
been suppo sed th a t th e great inland sea 
was gradually dry ing up. 
Recent so und­ 
ings revealed th e asto nish ing fact th a t 
th e Caspian is at present actually deeper 
th an it was a century ago . 
Th ere is 
o nly o ne po ssible h y po th esis. 
Th e bo t­ 
to m o f th e sea must be dro pping o ut. 
In 19 05 petro leum was struck near th e 
to wn o f Dalto n, in Tex as. Relieving th a t 
an o il depo sit actually underlay th e to wn 
a trial bo ring w as made just o utside th e 
city . 
Th e result was alarming. 
At a depth 
o f 250 feet th e Qrill po ints fell into wh at 
was evidently a gigantic subterranean 
cave, o f w’h ich so undings failed to reach 
th e bo tto m. 
Presently th e earth 
began 
to 
fall 
away , and dro p into th e fearful aby ss.
